CmoAOO, July 2.—The Chicago police 
look upon the Mcliiety story, the man 
whose disappearance from New Tork is 
exciting a good deal of comment, and 
who it is thought may have been mur- 
dered by the Clan-na-Gael, as a "fake," 
at least that part of the story which 
brings in Chicago as the place of Dr. 
Inezy's supposed murder is undoubted- 
ly a "fake." It was said that he had 
been lured to Omaha by a telegram and 
murdered at some place.
